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Citizens Express Strong Opinions 
On Possible Police Station Sites

About 30 people attended a public hearing held by the 
city council on February 18 to get community views on 
the proposed sites for a new police station. Seventeen per¬ 
sons spoke at the hearing, some representing various civic 
organizations. Of those who spoke and expressed prefer¬ 
ences on police site locations, six named Parcel 8 as either 
first or second choice; four named the tract between the 
firehouse and St. Hugh's; three supported the selection of 
Parcel 7; two opted for some version of a wrap-around of 
the present municipal building, and two favored the GDC 
property. Scattered support for choosing the Candy Cane 
City area, the Witt tract and the site adjacent to the new 
PEPCO station was also expressed. 


The most opposed site was 
clearly Parcel 7, with at least 
eight of the speakers strongly 
opposed to locating the police 
station there. Four speakers ob¬ 
jected to the use of Parcel 8, 
and two others objected to it to 
some degree or raised questions 
about the location of the facility 
on that tract. 

Heavy opposition to the use 
of Parcel 7 location was also 
clear from a list of Boxwood 
residents read by Councilmember 
Antoinette Bram. Almost all the 
residents on the list had ex¬ 


The 15 sites presented at 
the public hearing are: 

1) Parcel 8 north of Cres¬ 
cent Road between Kenilworth 
Avenue and Ridge Road; 

2) A portion of Parcel 7 
near the northeast corner of 
Crescent Road and Ridge Rd.; 

3) The old PEPCO substa¬ 
tion property and city park 
land on Crecsent Rd. at Green- 
hill; 

4) City land between the 
Fire Station and St. Hugh's 
rectory; 

5) The GDC property at 
the southwest corner of Park¬ 
way and Crescent Roads; 

6) Vicinity of Greenbelt 
Armory; 

7) Greenbelt Municipal 
Building (the city offices to be 
relocated); 

8) A new building wrapped 
around the Greenbelt Munici¬ 
pal Building; 

9) The Roosevelt Center 
parking lot adjacent to the 
Post Office and adjacent to the 
Candy Cane City area; 

10) Greenbelt National Park 
property; 

11) The State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration's District Engi¬ 
neer’s Office; 

12) Center School in ex¬ 
change for North End School; 

13) State Highway Admin¬ 
istration interchange property 
on the Golden Triangle next 
to the new PEPCO substation; 

14) Parcel 15 on Greenbelt 
Rd. between the Beltway and 
American Legion; 

15) Witt property at south 
east corner of Hanover Park¬ 
way and Greenway Center 
Drive. 


pressed their opposition to Parcel 
7 as the location for the police 
station. Some also opposed the 
use of Parcel 8. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld read into 
the record letters from the board 
of directors of Greenbriar Phase 
I, II. and III. All three associa¬ 
tions expressed support for any 
site in East Greenbelt, especially 
the W T itt tract. No preference for 
any of the other sites was given. 

At the beginning of the hear¬ 
ing, City Manager James K, 
Giese outlined the basic require¬ 
ments which the police station 
site would have to meet: lVz 
to 2 acres to accommodate a 
13,000 to 18,000 sq. ft. building, 
additional garage, property stor¬ 
age and vehicle service areas, a 
security compound for prisoner 
loading and unloading and for 
police vehicles, parking for at 
least 75 vehicles with separate 
visitor parking; a site with no 
major topographical problems; 
it must be serviced by public 
utilities; it must afford rapid 
access to all parts of the city and 
should be centrally located. Giese 
also recommended that council 
select more than one site so that 
if the architectural consultant 
found some serious deficiency in 
the preferred site, a backup site 
would be available. 

Some Sites Not Available 

In reviewing the sites, Giese 
said that negative answers had 
been received from the National 
Park Service about using part of 
the Greenbelt National Park 
property, from the District En¬ 
gineer about acquiring that site, 
from the National Guard about 
the Armory grounds and from 
the Lutheran Church about buy¬ 
ing some of the unused portion 
of the church's site. Talks with 
the Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission about the Witt 
tract, Giese said, left doubts 
about the amount of land remain¬ 
ing for development after the 
storm water retention facility is 
built and the right-of-way for 
Ora Glen Drive is laid out. An 
answer might be available from 
W'SSC in about three months, he 
said. In any case, he gave the 
opinion that the land would be 
very expensive since he felt that 
the WSSC might consider that 
the developable land should bear 
See POLICE page 5, col.

Range of Views

Seventeen persons commented 
on what Mark Rudy of Laurel 
Hill characterized as “15 unde¬ 
sirable locations" for the new po¬ 
lice station at the public hearing 
on February 18. Excerpts from 
their comments are given below. 

Merle Scheibel of Hedgewood 
Drive led off with a statement 
supporting the maintenance of 
the “integrity of both entrances" 
to the city. He said he was par¬ 
ticularly concerned about Parcel 

7 but also objected to the use 
of Parcel 8. 

Austin Green of Lastner Lane 
opposed use of either Parcels 7 
or 8 for a police station. How¬ 
ever, he was equally upset about 
the parking problems in Boxwood 
(particularly on Lastner Lane) 
caused by users of the Lake Park. 
He said he had been threatened 
with a baseball bat on his own 
property during a disagreement 
over parking. 

Austin Rippeon, also of Last¬ 
ner Lane, opposed use of Parcel 
7. He had no objection to Parcel 

8 as the location for the police 
station but recommended the site 
at the old PEPCO substation. 

Leta Mach, representing the 
Center School Parent Teacher 
Association, strongly objected +0 
moving Greenbelt children from 
Center School and turning the 
school into a police facility. She 
cited the surrounding amenities 
—library, swimming pool, ath¬ 
letic fields—which are used to 
supplement the educational pro¬ 
cess and which are available only 
in the center of town. She said 
. . the Center School PTA 
wants to be on record as adhering 
to the original plan of the found¬ 
ers of this community. The orig 
inal plan placed the educational 
facility in its central location, 
thus giving the school its name." 
The PTA letter, read by Mach, 
ended by asking for the Center 
School to be eliminated from the 
list of possible police station 
locations. 

When asked for her personal 
opinions, Mach, a resident o£ 
Laurel Hill, said that she pre¬ 
ferred a site on Parcel 7 or 8, 
the firehouse or one of the sites 
on Greenbelt Road. 

Ralph Bram of Tamarisk Court 
pointed out that 10 of the 15 
sites involve elimination of exist¬ 
ing open space which, he said, 
was not the intent of those who 
approved the bond referendum. 
He spoke in favor of a wrap¬ 
around facility for the municipal 
building and said that a site near 
Candy Cane City was his second 
choice. 

David Moran, President of the 
Boxwood Civic Association, said 
that the executive board of the 
association opooaed Parcels 7

Should Campaign SpendingbeCapped? 
Council Enlarged and Split IntoWards?

^ Besides the Mayor, two citizens have proposed changes 
in Greenbelt city election procedures. Steve Curtis, 9 Ridge 
Road, proposes limiting campaign spending and implement¬ 
ing universal voter registration. Keith Chernikoff, 4 Cres¬ 
cent Road, suggests dividing the city into districts, in¬ 
creasing the number of council members and selecting an 
independent board to set council salaries. Both will pre¬ 
sent their positions at the public hearing on election proce¬ 
dures on March 25. 


During telephone interviews, 
council members and proponents 
commented on the proposals. 

“Campaigning for council 
should focus on the issues and 
not be a media blitz," Curtis 
said. A $1-2,000 limit on cam¬ 
paign spending would make *he 
issues facing the council the de¬ 
ciding factor in the election, he 
said. 

The City Code now requires 
that candidates report contribu¬ 
tions in excess of $25. There is 
no provision for disclosing how 
much is spent. 

Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White said he would like to see 
two improvements in the election 
laws concerning campaign spend 
ing. First, all contributions 
should be reported. “The small 
sums under $25 could be totaled 
and listed on a separate line,” he 
said. Second, there should be 
some record of expenditures. “A 
limit is reasonable," he said. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram also favors a lid on cam¬ 
paign spending so not to exclude 
less affluent candidates. “I'd 
like to keep the cost of campaign¬ 
ing from escalating like it did 
in Rockville,” she said. 

White does not want to see the 
complexion of the city election 
tainted by candidates relying on 
money to run. “We'd lose some¬ 
thing," he said. 

“We need to stay low-key, 
knock-on-door, hit-the-pavement, 
Hell - me-what-you're-gonna - do, 
tell-me-what-you've-done.' That's 
what has made good government 
in Greenbelt," White said. 

“Anybody should be able to 
run regardless of their re¬ 
sources,” Bram said. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said that 
the hardship of limited spending 
would be on the challenger, who 
doesn’t have name recognition. 
“I have no problem with a limit,’ 
he said, “I’m just not convinced 
that an abnormally high amount

of money would affect the out¬ 
come." 

Universal Voter Registration 
C u r/t i s advocates universal 
voter registration to increase 
participation in city elections, 
“Greenbelt tends to operate like 
Greenbelt — 1960," he said. 
“Times have changed, Greenbelt 
is not a small town anymore." 

“Maryland is one of the few 
states that uses separate rolls," 
Curtis said. “Not using the coun¬ 
ty's rolls, is more for the con¬ 
venience of candidates.” 

White opposes universal regis¬ 
tration because “municipalities 
should be able to maintain their 
own lists. Greenbelt doesn't have 
to apologize for accessibility to 
register. There are a number of 
opportunities." 

Should the bill on universal 
registration in the General As¬ 
sembly become law, this point 
could be mute. 

Council Salaries 
Chernikoff recommends estab¬ 
lishing an independent board to 
set council salaries or amending 
city’s charter so a pay raise must 
be approved by voters. “Council 
shouldn't be in the business of 
See ELECTION, page 5, col.

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Time to Talk About Money 

We hate to mention money, but we think that unplea¬ 
sant subject is central to the selection of a site for a new 
police station. Last May the voters of Greenbelt over¬ 
whelmingly approved a $6 million bond issue with the un¬ 
derstanding that about one-third of it would be spent for 
construction of a new police station, expansion of the Youth 
Center .and the public works facility, renovation of North 
End School and remodeling of the municipal building after 
the police moved out. While there were some warning voices 
which said that these projects would cost more than $2 
million, we all thought the cost of most of them would be 
covered by that amount. Now the estimate for building 
the police station alone is $1.2 to $2 million, depending on 
the size of the building, and not including land costs. 

Two other financial factors have changed since appro¬ 
val of the bond issue last May—Gramm-Rudman-Hollings 
on the federal side and the savings and loan crisis in Mary¬ 
land. During the bond issue debate, many hopeful predic¬ 
tions were made (based on past successes) that matching 
federal and state funds would be obtained to increase the 
effectiveness of our bond money. While we wish our city 
officials every success in finding matching grants to stretch 
city bond proceeds, it is obvious that they will be making 
these efforts in a changed federal and state fiscal climate. 
On the whole, we will probably have to face the fact that if 
Greenbelt wants it, Greenbelt will have to pay for it. 

If we are to get anything besides the police station for 
the $2 million, it seems obvious that the cost of the building 
needs to be held down as much as possible and the land for 
the building needs to be acquired as cheaply as possible. 
The 15 proposed sites range from “no cost” to ‘“very expen¬ 
sive''—meaning something like $50,000 per acre or more. 

Two of the three “no cost” sites are Parcels 7 and 8. 
These tracts were purchased with federal and state open 
space funds and therefore would have to be replaced with 
other parkland. However, other funds from the bond issue 
which are already earmarked for buying more parkland, 
would more than cover the cost of replacement without any 
extra expenditures. The third “no cost” site is the tract 
owned by the city between the firehouse and St. Hugh's. 

We sympathize with the feeling among Boxwood resi¬ 
dents that Parcel 7 should be dropped from the list of sites 
under consideraton. This area buffers Boxwood and stands 
as a symbol of what nature can do to restore itself in less 
than twenty years. It is a legacy which should not be 
touched. We also endorse council's efforts to look again 
at some of the possibilities. We think it unlikely that any 
portion of the land around the District Engineer's office 
will be available or that a small piece of the Golden Triangle 
can be purchased at a rock-bottom price. 

If these efforts fail, we believe the council should nar¬ 
row the choice to Parcel 8 or the firehouse- St. Hugh's site. 
Judging from statements at the public hearing, either of 
these sites would be acceptable to most of the community. 
We see Parcel 8 as haying definite advantages over the fire¬ 
house site. Police Chief Hutson says it offers the best ac¬ 
cess to all parts of the city via high-speed roads. It is 
much farther from residential areas than the firehouse site 
(or the present police station). The firehouse site is some¬ 
what small for the police building while Parcel 8 would 
allow construction of the preferred one-story structure. 
The hazards to school children crossing Crescent Road at 
St. Hugh's would be increased by the presence of emergen¬ 
cy vehicles emerging from a police station next door. 

Both sites are heavily wooded and we don’t like to de¬ 
stroy trees any more than anyone else. However, we believe 
that Parcel 8, with a carefully designed building and an 
especially careful landscaping plan, could still perform 
much of its buffering function as it does today. And we 
don t recommend that the council try to save money on the 
cost of the tree planting and landscaping.

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APB Reviews Plans for Parcel 15 , 

Townhouses, Dedication to Lake Park

Plans for developing land 
adjacent to “Buddy” Attick 
Lake Park and Charlestowne 
Village were presented to 
the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) at the Wednesday, 
February 19 meeting. APB 
passed a motion endorsing 
these plans for further con¬ 
sideration with the qualifi¬ 
cation that the city may con¬ 
sider purchase of the parcel 
as an alternative. The City 
Council accepted the APB 
report at their Monday, Feb. 
24 council meeting and is 
expected to take action at 
its next regular meeting. 

The Plan 

Representatives of the Milton 
Company presented their concept 
plan for development of a 29- 
acre tract of parcel 15 owned 
in part by Consolidated Syndi¬ 
cates. This land is bounded by 
the Beltway on one side and the 
lake park. Charlestowne North, 
Charlestowne Village, and the 
American Legion forming anoth¬ 
er boundary, and Greenbelt Road 
as the third side. 

The plans call for 38 two-story 
commercial townhouse units 
and 158 residential condominium 
units. The western 10 acres of 
the parcel would be dedicated to 
the city under this proposal. The 
block of land closest to the lake 
park would become city land. 

The residential units closest 
to Charlestowne Village would 
be arranged with their facades 
staggered. The commercial build¬ 
ings would be similarly placed 
in a line closest to the Beltway, 

The commercial buildings would 
serve as a barrier to traffic noise 
from the Beltway. The use of 
brick and the small amount of 
window space would act to en¬ 
hance the buildings’ effectiveness 
as a sound barrier. 

The extra traffic that any de¬ 
velopment on parcel 15 would 
generate onto Greenbelt Road 
and through surrounding neigh¬ 
borhoods has been a concern with 
past plans for development of 
parcel 11. This plan would have 
traffic from the residential and 
commercial sections use different 
access routes to Greenbelt Road, 
thus decreasing the impact of 
additional traffic. Residen¬ 
tial traffic would use Prince 
James Way and commercial traf¬ 


fic would use the Legion Drive. 
The developer’s representative 
promised that a full traffic study 
would be done. 

Because development on par¬ 
cel 15 may be visible from the 
lake park, and this problem has 
plagued past plans for the parcel, 
the proposed dedication of the 
10 acres closest to the lake would 
eliminate such visibility as a 
problem. 

The Board of Directors of 
Charlestowne Village have al¬ 
ready met with the developers. 
Residents of Charlestowne Vil¬ 
lage were present at the APB 
meeting to express their con¬ 
cerns, since any development 
of parcel 15 will impact on 
these residents. Among points 
discussed was their sugges¬ 
tion of earth berms two to 
three feet in height with trees 
planted on top to create buffering 
between Charlestowne Village 
and future residential units. 

There was some discussion of 
recreation facilities to be pro¬ 
vided in this new development. 
Tennis courts were included in 
the plans. There was discussion 
of some arrangement with the 
city — perhaps fee in lieu of 
facilities on the dedicated land. 
There will be more study later 
on recreation facilities. 

City Administrative Aide Mike 
McLaughlin pointed out that this 
is merely a concept plan and the 
first of many steps in the de¬ 
velopment process. As he in¬ 
formed Mayor Pro Tem Thomas 
X. White at the City Council 
meeting, the developers are at 
this point looking for a response 
from the city — either favorable 
or unfavorable. Then they will 
firm up their plans. They have 
yet to file for rezoning, which 
they have to do since the parcel 
is zoned R-55 single family resi¬ 
dential and R-P-C residential 
planned community. 

City Acquisition? 

The possibility of the city’s 
acquiring parcel 15 was dis¬ 
cussed. APB member Suzanne 
Plogman mentioned that parcel 
15 is still on the list of possible 
sites for the new police station. 
APB member J. Davis stated that 
it still has to be decided if city 
acquisition of the parcel is a 
possibility. 

McLaughlin pointed out that a 
third alternative is to block any 
attempt at rezoning the property.

When does teething begin? 

A child’s deciduous (“baby”) 
teeth usually begin to erupt 
at about 6 months of age. The 
first teeth to appear are the 
two lower front teeth (inci¬ 
sors). All twenty “baby” teeth 
normally are in place between 
age 2 and 2^. Although 
these are average ages, and 
your child may vary by a few 
months, you should consult 
your dentist if there are less 
than 20 teeth by age three. 

Teething may make your 
child uncomfortable and irrita¬ 
ble, but, it has not been shown 
to cause any illness. If your 
child shows signs of illness, 
consult your physician for ad¬ 
vice. To make your child more 
comfortable, have him bite on 
a cool clean teething ring or 
rub the gums with your finger. 
Baby aspirin or other pain re¬ 
liever may be helpful, but is 
never to be placed on teeth or 
gums, only swallowed accord¬ 
ing to package directions.

the major part of the WSSC ac¬ 
quisition costs. 

Giese said that he had not had 
a reply from the state of Mary¬ 
land about the availability of the 
site in the Golden Triangle next 
to the new PEPCO substation. 
Again, Giese estimated that the 
land would be very expensive. He 
also noted that access to Green- 
belt Road from this tract, while 
good for right turns, is not very 
good for left turns, where police 
cars would have to drive in front 
of Capitol Cadillac to Walker 
Drive in order to turn left. 

Giese also pointed out disad¬ 
vantages of some of the other 
sites: access is poor from the 
Seger tract behind the Lutheran 
Church, since right turns only 
may be made onto Greenbelt 
Road; access is poor from the 
site adjacent to Candy Cane City 
(number 9 in the accompanying 
box); The staff has consistently 
recommended against sites which 
involve renovating buildings 
which were not designed to be 
police stations; Police Chief 
Frank Hutson, speaking at the 
hearing, pointed to two renova¬ 
tion projects with which he is 
familiar where the renovation 
costs are far exceeding the cost 
of new construction. He said that 
one project, estimated at $1.5 
million is still not complete and 
the cost has risen to $3 million. 

On the subject of costs, Giese’s 
analysis of the fifteen proposed 
sites pointed out that the $2 
million of the $6 million bond 
issue authorized by voters last 
May was allocated for five build¬ 
ing projects: the police station, 
remodeling the North End School 
building, additions to the public 
works facility and to the Youth 
Center, and remodeling the mu¬ 
nicipal building. At the hearing, 
Giese estimated the cost of those 
five undertakings now at ap¬ 
proximately $3 million. The po¬ 
lice station alone is estimated 
to cost between $1.2 and $2 mil¬ 
lion, depending on the size of 
the building design chosen. 

Easy Choice Unavailable 

Many of the speakers at the 
hearing gave the State Highway 
Administration District Engi¬ 
neer's office as their ‘ideal’ site 
choice. Councilman Joseph Isaacs 
suggested that further discus¬ 
sion about acquiring this site 
be pursued, despite the District 
Engineer’s letter stating that it 
is not available. Giese said later 
in the meeting that he “couldn't 
conceive of getting the District 
Engineer’s office” (building and 
land) for less than twice what 
has been budgeted. He went on 
to tell the council that he be¬ 
lieved “you would have to go 
for another bond issue to pay for 
it." 

In a letter to the council, for¬ 
mer councilman Richard Pilski 
also chose the District Engineer’s 
office as the “ideal location.” 
However, he added that, even if 
the State Highway Administra¬ 
tion agreed, it would take seven 
months to complete “the process 
required to dispose of state- 
owned property." 

A 16th Possibility 
In his letter, Pilski strongly 
advocated that the site of the 
present public works facility be 
chosen for the police station and 
the public works site be moved 
to North End Park off Northway. 
Among the reasons he give for 
this recommendation were good 
access, preservation of parkland, 
beautification of the Crescent 
Road entrance to the city, pres¬ 
ence of structures which could be 
altered for police use (garages, 


etc.), and the existence of gaso¬ 
line storage and a security fence. 
Pilski’s letter was read into the 
record by Weidenfeld. 

In commenting on this sug¬ 
gestion, Giese said that the pub¬ 
lic works site had not been put 
on the list because the site 
would impact strongly on the 
Lake Park and it was an old 
landfill where there might be 
foundation problems for a large 
building. 

At the end of the hearing, 
Weidenfeld summed up by saying 
that the “easy choices are not 
available or are too costly.” He 
also thanked those who partici¬ 
pated for their “valuable input 
and for sharing our concerns." 
Councilman Edward Putens said 
of his own position after hearing 
all the views that he did “not 
support Parcel 7 as a site" for 
the station but had not made a 
decision on Parcel 8, the old 
PEPCO substation property, the 
GDC property and the Witt 
tract.” 

Bram made a strong plea that 
Parcel 7 be dropped from con¬ 
sideration. She said that the front 
of Parcel 7, stripped of trees in 
the 1960’s, had revegetated nat¬ 
urally and the citizens “are ask¬ 
ing council to leave it alone." 
Councilman Thomas White, who 
called the hearing “productive," 
also said that Parcel 7 should 
be avoided. He called Parcel 7 
“a part of a legacy, a response 
to a threat.” He said that there 
was less objection to Parcel 8 
and that it lends itself to con¬ 
sideration because of location and 
access. 

Isaacs said that he also sup¬ 
ported elimination of Parcel 7 
from the list and that he wished 
to pursue the possibility of ac¬ 
quiring the District Engineer’s 
office site. 

At the regular city council 
mfeqting on February 24, the 
council instructed the city staff 
to take the following action to 
further the site selection process: 
Ask Greenbelt Homes, Inc., about 
the availability and cost of the 
GDC property; ask the architects 
to undertake preliminary site 
analysis of Parcel 8 and the fire¬ 
house site; explore the possibility 
of purchasing a small parcel of 
land on the Golden Triangle; 
monitor developments with the 
Witt tract to determine how much 
land will be left on that site; 
pursue the possibility of acquir¬ 
ing a small parcel of the District 
Engineer’s property on Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue.

and 8. He said opinion in Box¬ 
wood is primarily opposed to 
Parcel 7 but he also referred to 
“unanswered questions" about 
Parcel 8, such as the location of 
the entrance to the station. He 
said his personal preference was 
the firehouse site. 

Ron Ott, Treasurer of the Box¬ 
wood Civic Association, also pre¬ 
ferred the firehouse site, strongly 
opposed Parcel 7 but called Par¬ 
cel 8 “less objectionable." 

Jose Morales, representing the 
Springhill Lake Civic Associa¬ 
tion, emphasized that the choice 
must be the “best for the city of 
Greenbelt, not just Boxwood." He 
said he thought Parcel 7 or 8 or 
the firehouse would be the best 
site choice. 

Joyce Chestnut, also of Spring- 
hill Lake, said that over 50% of 
Greenbelt residents live west of 
Kenilworth Avenue. For reasons 
of access to that part of the city, 
she preferred Parcel 8, with Par¬ 
cel 7 and the District Engineer’s 
office as other possibilities. 

Valerie Siegel was wearing 
two hats at the hearing—she 
is president of the Lakeside Citi¬ 
zens Association and chair of the 
Crime Prevention Committee. 
Speaking for the association, 
Siegel said that only 25 Lake¬ 
side residents responded to a 
questionnaire sent to them. Those 
responding expressed a prefer¬ 
ence for the District Engineer’s 
office, Parcel 8, or use of the 
present municipal building with 
a wrap-around. She said Parcel 
8 was the preference of the ev- 
ecutive board of the association. 
As chair of the Crime Prevention 
Committee, Siegel expressed no 
preference for one site over any 
other. She noted that the man¬ 
date to build a police station is 
nine months old and the commit¬ 
tee believes that police depart¬ 
ment morale is adversely affected 
by the crowded conditions in the 
present station. For that reason, 
she said, the committee recom¬ 
mends that consideration be lim¬ 
ited to those sites on which con¬ 
struction can begin soon. 

Pfc. Patrick McAndrew, rep- 
senting the Fraternal Order of 
Police, also spoke of the detri¬ 
mental effects on morale caused 
by the daily handicaps of too 
little space. He spoke of diffi¬ 
culty in finding a place to hold 
roll calls, of no place to put vic¬ 
tims, witnesses or multiple pris¬ 
oners. The FOP also urged that

the decision be made as soon as 
possible, McAndrew said, but does 
not wish to make a specific 
recommendation because the FOP 
“does not want to plunge into a 
community controversy." 

Former city councilmember 
Betty Maffay, a resident of 
Northway Road, said she would 
not object to a police station as 
a neighbor. She supported Par¬ 
cel 8 as the best site for the 
station. 

William Barron, a resident of 
Lastner Lane, said he was 
strongly opposed to Parcel 7 as 
the police station site. He sug¬ 
gested that consideration be giv¬ 
en to the public works facility 
near the Lake Park as a possible 
site. In objecting to the removal 
of a natural buffer between Box¬ 
wood residences and the Beltway, 
Barron said that the city should 
apply the same criteria to its 
development plans as those it 
applies to outside developers. 

Werner Neupert, a Lakeside 
resident, emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of rapid police response 
and said this should be a cri¬ 
terion in the location of the sta¬ 
tion. Therefore, he supported any 
of the sites on Greenbelt Road 
because he felt they would af¬ 
ford rapid access to all parts 
of the city. He said the central 
part of the city should not be 
altered any more than necessary. 

Konrad Herling of Parkway, 
on the other hand, preferred an 
expanded wrap-around of the 
municipal building saying that 
the cost of renovation in the long 
run might be a saving. “The cen¬ 
ter should stay as the center” of 
the city and the police facility 
could go underground if neces¬ 
sary to keep it in the center. 
Herling also advised council not 
to act too quickly and to be 
architecturally consistent. 

Mark Rudy inquired about a 
small parcel between the District 
Engineer’s office and Ivy Lane 
which City Manager James K. 
Giese said was reserved for a 
gasoline station and various 
rights of way. Rudy then said 
that his first preference was for 
the District Engineer’s office and 
his second choice was Parcel 8. 

Keith Chernikoff ,who lives on 
Crescent Road, asked Police 
Chief Frank Hutson which site 
was best from the point of view 
of access to all parts of the city. 
Hutson replied that Parcel 8 was 
the best. Due to the impact on 
residential neighborhoods, Cher¬ 
nikoff said that he preferred the

setting its own salaries," he said. 

Weidenfeld said that the Em¬ 
ployee Relations Board might be 
the appropriate board to review 
salaries. 

“Members of the board are 
very independent and none have

The duties haven’t 
changed." 

“Council w T ill be less kind to 
itself than others will." Bram 
said.

Keith Chernikoff said “Green¬ 
belt needs to seriously consider 
how we elect our council." 

He suggests dividing the city 
into four districts, with one resi¬ 
dent representative from each 
district. “To insure that the coun¬ 
cil did not become parochial, 
three other members would run 
at large," he said. 

The districts would correspond 
approximately to the city pre¬ 
cincts. Seven council members 
would be politically practical," 
•Chernikoff said. 

“The present system is okay,"

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APB Looks at Groenbrook Plans arts center expands 


by Betsy Likowski 

The Advisory Planning Board (APB) recommended 
approval of the site plans for the townhouse and single 
family housing parts of Greenbrook at its meeting on Wed¬ 
nesday, February 19. It recommended deferring considera¬ 
tion of the commercial section to allow time for comments 
by nearby residents. The City Council accepted the APB 
report at its Monday, Feb. 24 meeting. Council is expected 
to take action at the next meeting. There were some 
changes from former plans. The plans as presented are close 
to how Greenbrook will look when built. 


These newest plans call for 
20 fewer townhouses, The town- 
houses nearest the proposed 
6 acre lake and Hanover Park¬ 
way have been removed from the 
plans, thus increasing green 
space in this area. 

The proposed lake is partly 
on land that will be given to the 
city by Maryland-National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion (M-NCPPC) and partly on 
Greenbrook property that will be 
dedicated as green space. The 
lake will serve as a storm-water 
detention pond and since it meets 
county requirements as a visual 
amenity and as a passive recrea¬ 
tion area it is defined as green 
space. 

The lake will be on a flood 
plain where there is presently 
a stream. It will be five to eight 
feet deep and surrounded by a 
seven foot wide asphalt path. 


CITY NOTES 

This past week the general 
crew worked on patching pot 
holes and snow removal equip¬ 
ment. They also repaired a bar¬ 
ricade at the end of Mandan 
Road which was demolished by a 
motorist. 

The parks crew cleaned debris 
out of the “Buddy” Attick Park 
woods. The dump truck which 
was scrapped and sold to the 
Maryland Salvage Truck Com¬ 
pany was picked up by them. The 
packer which also was scrapped 
and sold to them will be picked 
up at a later date. 

The city has about 120 tons of 
rock salt in storage. 

The building maintenance crew 
also prepared the municipal build¬ 
ing for the Charette weekend. 


The M-NCPPC staff expressed 
concern that there were too many 
driveways entering directly onto 
the east side of Greenbrook 
Drive. Plans have been changed 
so that instead of having all the 
houses front onto Greenbrook 
Drive and each having their own 
driveway, several small courts 
have been created. This decreases 
the driveways by about 30. 

The creation of the courts 
would eliminate a planned inter¬ 
ior walkway. APB recommended 
bringing the interior pathway 
system back into the plans. Also 
recommended were additional sit¬ 
ting areas, and additional plant¬ 
ings for buffering at the corner 
of Hanover Parkway and Green¬ 
brook Drive. 

Two new developers will be 
responsible for building Green¬ 
brook. Michael T. Rose Asso¬ 
ciates will still build some of the 


townhouses and the single family 
houses. 

Porten-Sullivan will build the 
rest of the townhouses. It is a 
residential building company 
based in Fairfax County. They 
build about 500 units a year for 
sale and are currently building 
a project next to Georgetown 
University consisting of town- 
houses. 

J.B.G. Associates have taken 
over the commercial part of 
Greenbrook, They have engaged 
in commercial development in the 
Washington area for 25 years. 
They were recently involved in 
a project in Gaithersburg that is 
similar to what Greenbrook will 
be. 

The Greenbrook plans will 
come before the County Planning 
Board in the end of March. The 
single family housing part will 
proceed directly to rough grading 
and final plat

Baby foods 
should be closely inspected before 
use.

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Support for Mandatory 
Seat Belt Law Increases 

Seventy-five percent of Mary¬ 
land residents favor passage of 
a law requiring drivers and front 
seat passengers to wear safety 
belts, according to a statewide 
survey released today by the 
Maryland Committee for Safety 
Belt Use. 

When the same question was 
put to Marylanders last July, 68 
percent answered affirmatively. 

The poll, conducted for the 
Committee in January, also show¬ 
ed that 81 percent of Maryland¬ 
ers believe that safety belts save 
lives and 76 percent said they 
would always wear a belt while 
driving if a law were passed. 

William F. Zorzi, Sr., Chair¬ 
man of the Maryland Committee, 
said, “Support for a safety belt 
law in Maryland is growing be¬ 
cause more people are realizing 
that belt laws save lives. They 
realize that publicity alone will 
not do the job — only a law will 
insure significantly higher belt 
use.” 

The scientific survey of Mary¬ 
land was conducted through tele¬ 
phone interviews of 707 persons.

Out-of-Court Settlement 
Ends 1981 LadnierCase

An out-of-court settlement has 
concluded litigation brought by 
Greenbelt resident Peter Ladnier 
against city police officer Fred 
E. Murray over an August 1981 
motorcycle incident in which Lad¬ 
nier charged that Murray had 
used unnecessary force against 
him. Under the terms of the set¬ 
tlement, reached in December 
1985, the city’s insurance carrier 
agreed to make a $45,000 cash 
payment to Ladnier. 

At the original jury trial of 
Ladnier’s charges in 1983 before 
the U.S, District-Court for the 
District of Maryland, in Balti¬ 
more, Murray was held liable un¬ 
der federal civil rights law for 
use of unjustified force against 
Ladnier, with $65,000 in damages 
awarded to Ladnier and a sharp¬ 
ly reduced amount of $6,605 
awarded for Ladnier’s attorney 
fees. 

Both parties appealed the de¬ 
cision to the U.S. Court of Ap¬ 
peals for the Fourth Circuit in 
Richmond. Ladnier wanted the 
lower court’s denial of his Mary- 
land-law assault and battery 
charges against Murray over¬ 
turned. He also asked for an in¬ 
crease in the amount awarded for 
his attorney fees. Murray wanted 
the appeals court to reverse the 
lower court finding that Murray 
had violated Ladnier’s civil rights 
under federal law. 

The three-judge appeals panel 
concluded, in a July 1985 decision, 
that the written answers by jury 
to “special verdict questions” 
posed *by the judge in the lower 
court proceeding were “irrecon¬ 
cilably contradictory, and that 
consequently the j udgm ent 
against Murray must be reversed 
and a new trial ordered.” The ap¬ 
peals judges also cancelled the 
lower-court award of attorney 
fees to Ladnier, ruling that any 
grant of such fees would have 
to be dealt with in the context of 
the new trial and its outcome. 

The out-of-court settlement 
war reached after the parties to 
the case conferred with District 
Judge Joseph H. Young, who had 
handed down the original decis¬ 
ion and who would have conducted 
the new trial.
